NOTE

The winding up of a business trust shall be completed when all debts, liabilities, and obligations of the
business trust have been paid and discharged or reasonably adequate provision therefor has been
made, and all of the remaining property and assets of the business trust have been distributed to the
beneficial owners.  Upon the completion of winding up of the business trust, articles of cancellation
shall be filed with the State Corporation Commission.

INSTRUCTIONS

The articles must be in the English language, typewritten or printed in black, legible and reproducible.
The document must be presented on uniformly white, opaque paper, free of visible watermarks and
background logos.

The articles must be signed by a trustee or officer of the business trust, or if the business trust is in the
hands of a receiver, trustee or other court appointed fiduciary, by that fiduciary.  See § 13.1-1202 of the
Code of Virginia.

Unless otherwise provided in the Virginia Business Trust Act or in the articles of trust, articles of
cancellation (or a judicial decree of cancellation) are effective when accepted for filing by the
Commission.  See § 13.1-1238 of the Code of Virginia.

Pursuant to § 13.1-1255 of the Code of Virginia, the Commission cannot file or issue with
respect to any business trust any certificate referred to in the Virginia Business Trust Act until
all fees to be collected by the Commission under the Act have been paid by or on behalf of such
business trust.

It is a Class 1 misdemeanor for any person to sign a document he or she knows is false in any
material respect with intent that the document be delivered to the Commission for filing.

Submit the original, signed articles to the Clerk of the State Corporation Commission, P.O. Box 1197,
Richmond, Virginia 23218-1197, (Street address: 1300 East Main Street, Tyler Building, 1st Floor,
Richmond, Virginia 23219), along with a check for the filing fee in the amount of $25.00, payable to the
State Corporation Commission.
